DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application has been examined. An informational disclosure document filed 
October 10, 2003, has been considered. Claims 1-10 are pending. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1, 2, and 4-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Figure 
2 of Christianson et al. In particular, note secondary piston which supports a magnet 74 who 
reciprocation as result of the movement of the spool valve 42 in the bore of the valve housing 1 1 
to provide indication of the valve position (i.e., hall effect indicator). See column 3, lines 46+. A 
coil spring 66 is shown. Linkage including pin58 is shown (claims 9 and 10). 

4. Claims 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Figure 4 of Garnjost 
et al. Note the angled slot 49 in the spool valve 15 an cooperating yoke 43 and piston rod 66. 

A sensor 42 which indicates the spool valve position is shown.
